Moon ; all the other parts of the S7raits Mouth have 
the Flood out of the Weſt, which runs in from Cape 
Sorat and Cape Trafalgar, on each fide along by 
the Shoar, much ſtronger than in the middle to the 
Eaſtward, as far as Cape Cabrits on the Spaniſh ſide,

and Caſte! Ditto; this laſt is the ſmalleſt, the other 
two lie cloſe together. Towards the Eaſt ſhore and 
City, ſtandeth a Caſtle and Windmil, 

You may Sail on both ſides of Cagaſtracia, and Lilla, 
and alſo between them both, it is all fair and good 
Ground, andon the Weſt-fide it's very broad. Be- 
tween Caſtle Ditto, and Lilla, neareſt the laſt is good 
Anchoring, in ſeven, eight, or nine Fathom water. 

But the French commonly Anchor between Caga- 
fracia, and Lilla, they count that the beſt Rode 
there you lie in about eight Fathom water, with two 
Anchors to Seaward, and a Faſt on ſhore, on the 
Iland of Lila, 

Between Caftle Ditto, and the Main, or the Eaſt 
ſhore, you may ſail to the City, but midway between 
it and the City lies a ſunken Rock, but berween 
(«fe Ditte, and the two other 1ſlands, is the beſt 
Paſſage. 

To the Eaſtward of Caſtle Ditto, lies two Iſlands 
more, cloſe to the ſhore.

of the Haven of the City, in nine or ten Fathom 
good ſandy Ground. | 

The Caſtle of Marcellia, ſtands on a high Moun- 
tain, to the Southward of the Town, or City. The 
Land to the Weſtward of Marce/lia, is all fair and 
even, till you come to Boccar. 

From Cape Cruſeta, being the Eaſt, or South-Point 
of the Bay of Marcellia unto Lacita, the Courſe is 
S,E. Three or four Leagues before Laczta, is an 
Ifland, called Aquz/ie; you may fail on both fides of 
ie, and Anchor behind the ſame in ten Fathom ; the 
Courſein, is N.E. 

Thoſe that ſail in to theWeſtward of the Uland,muſt 
take heed of a dry ſhallow place between the Welt- 
end, and the Ifland, where is but two Fathom water ;

Falconera is the longeſt of them, and is very uneven 
and ragged ; (aravi is but a ſmall Iſland, and appear- 
cth at Sea like a Sail, 

At the N. W. fide of ML is a fair Haven, where 
you may lie ſheltered in all Winds ; it reacheth in 
S, E. and S. E. byS. 

If coming from the Weſtward, and you would fail 
into this Haven, then ſail between Mi/p and Aztimilo, 
till you come before the Mouth of the Haven ; the 
Weſt-fide of this Haven is a round ſteep Point, by 
which you muſt ſail in S, E. and then S. E. by. till 
you come to the Eaſtermoſt Point within , alongſt 
which you muſt ſail Eaſt, and Anchor abreaſt of the 
Fiſhermens Houſes that ſtand on the Eaſt-ſide, there 
you will have 100or 12 fathom Water; but you muſt

Without the N. E. Point of the Haven, lies two 
Rocks, reaching from the Point towards Antimilo, 
you may ſail through between that Point and the 
Rocks without any danger, but between the Rocks it 
is dangerous; 

This Iſland Milo as aforeſaid, is eafie to be known, 
by the two great Mountains that lie on the Weſt-fide 
of the Iſland; and on the Eaſt-{ide alſo lies a high 
Mountain, on which there ſtands a Caſtle, and Houſes.

At the South-fide of Milo, is a fair Sandy Bay, 
where you lie ſheltered in a Northerly Wind, and in 
an E.S. E. Wind: And not far from the ſhore, it is 
20 and 24 fathom deep, fair ſandy Ground : but with 
Weſterly and Southerly Winds, it is bad lying there. 

Artthe N. E. end of Mb, lies the Iſland 4rgentera, 
ſometimes called (ombolas ; between Milo and this 
Ifland there is a good Road: If you' would Anchor 
there, run between M/» and Argentera, , then you 
ſhall ſee Eaſt of the Point of Mi, a white Church, 
abreaſt of which there is good Riding in 13 or 14 fa- 
thom Water, and is call'd Argentera Road. 

This Iſland Serfou, hath but one Haven, and licth 
at the S: E, end of the Iſland.

At the North-ſide of the Haven, lies another long 
Ifland ſomewhat larger, it is eycn and bare Land: You 
may fail between this Iſland and the foreſaid red 
Rocks, on the South-ſide inward ; this is a fair and 
large Haver, You may likewiſe ſail between that 
long IſlanJ,to wit,along the North-ſhore,but it is very 


narrow, and yet fix or ſeven fathom deep: Coming 
palt the Iflands, you may Ride on the North fide of 


the Haven, but on the South-fide it is beſt lying : chere- 
fore as ſoon as you come within the Iſlands, you muſt 
ſail up to the Southward, and Anchor in the Bay on 
the South-ſide, in 17 or 18 fathom Water; there 
you lie with a Faſt aſhore, and an Anchor'to Seaward. 

North- Weſtward from this Haven, is alſo a good 
Road to the Weſtward of the foreſaid long Ifland that 
lieth before the Haven; and there lie ſome other 
Iflands, which round about are fair and clean, and 
good Anchor-ground.

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The Point of Fogie Vechia, lies four or tive Leagucs 
from the Eaſt-point of Metclize, or Cape Maria, theſe 
are two high Points; and art the Point of /o2ze Vechza, 
is a round Hill whereby it is calily known : Brtween 
theſe two Points you ſail into the Channel, betwecn 
Metelize and the Land of Natolia. 

Fogie Vechia is a ſmall Point,reacMing from the Main, 
On the N. E. fide of that Point, and alſo on the South- 
lide, are two great Bays; there lies alſo an Iſland to 
the Southward of the Point, on which ſtandeth a flat 
Tower, and further within the Point of Fergie Vechia; 
lie more Iſlands, where you may Ride: To the South- 
ward of Fogie Vechia, on the Natolian fide, you may 
Anchor any where under the low Land, there is even 
and good Anchior-ground.

The Southermoſt of theſe little Iſlands, is a long 
low Green Iſland, near this lieth another ſomewhac 
higher ; between theſe you may ſail, leaving the low I- 
{land on your Starboard ſide,and ſo ſail into the Chan- 
nel till you come before a little Town, which you 
will ſce lying on the North-fide of the Haven : Under 
the Weſtermoſt of theſe Iflands, is good Riding in 
South, andS. E. Winds, at 35 and 36 fathom Wa- 
ter, good Ground, To the Weltward lies another 
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ſmall Iſland overgrown { as is the other) with Buſhes: 
and Shrubs. | 

On this ſide of Mezel:ze.lies alſo ſome little Iſlands, 
but cloſe to the Land; the Coaſt there alſo 18 very 
fair and good; that you may Anchor all along the ſhore. 

At the Eaſt-point of the Ifland Mzteline , lies a 
great Caltle called Mollivo, and the fair City of Me- 
zeline: Behind the Point whereon the Caſtle ſtands, 
to wit, on the Welt-ſide of the Caſtle, you may make 
good Road in South, S. W, Eaſt, E. N. E. and N. 
E. Winds. 

About two Gun-ſhots from the foreſaid Caſtle, to 
the Northward, lies a little 1{land not far from the 
Land, where you may alſo Ride betweea that Iſland 
and Meteline, in $, E, S, W. and N, W., Winds. 

A little to the Weſtward of this Iſland, is alſo a 
Point of Land, behind which you may Ride and lie 
ſheltered in all Winds, except N. W. North, and 
N. E. Winds; there is good lying, eſpecially before 
the Village, called Petera, 

Thoſe thag coming from the Southward, and would 
ſail between Merelive and the main Land of Natolia, 
towards Bobaborea, or thoſe that would ſail wichin M-- 
teline from Pobaborea, muſt keep neareſt either to one 
{14e or other, for in the midſt lie ſeveral ſunken Rocks, 
and running neareſt one. of the ſides, till the Caſtle 
Mlivo upon M-teline, come abreaſt of you, then are 
you paſt the ſaid Rocks, and may boldly ſail from fide 
to {jde. 

At the Weſt-end of Meteline, alſo is a good Ha- 


ven, called Porto Suguri, taking its Name froin Cape 
Sugurt ; there lies an Iland before cha Haven nich 


ſome Rocks near to it, To the Weltward of that grear 
Iſland, if you would ſail into this Haven, you muſt 
0 to the Southward of that Ifland ; being at the 
Sourh-lide of this Haven, it's impoſlible to get in with 
a Northerly Wind, for that blows right our, 

Within the Haven, ,you Anchor where you will, 
either on the North, or South-ſide , it's all over good 
Ground, only on the South-fide of the Haven lies a 
Rock, but above Water, that you may ſee it. 

Cape Suguri, is the Weſt-point of Mereline, and 
lies diſtant trom Cape Bobaborea N, E. and S. W. fix 
Leagues ; and from the N. E. end of Xi, N.by W. 
and N. N. W. nine or ten Leagues, but the Iſland 
Ipſera lies diſtant trom Cape Suguri, S. S. W. about 
ten Leagues; and from the N, W. Point of Xo W. 
by N. four Leauges. 

At the Weſt-fide of Ipſera, is alſo a Haven, be- 
tween this and a little Iſland that lies at the Welt-ſide 
of it, where you lie ſheltered in North and Southerly 
Winds; you may come in on either fide, and out like- 
wiſe, but if you deſire to ſail in or out to the North- 
ward, you muſt keep near the Point of the Haven of 
the lictle Iſland, for there lies a Rock near Ipſera, on 
which is not above ſeven or eight foot Water ; and be- 
ing within, Ride where you will. 


A Deſcription of the Road of Smirna. 


If coming in fro Xzo, you would ſail for Smirna, 
then firſt (ail to Cape Calaberno, being the Welt-point 
of Smirna, high Land and eafily known. The Land 
over againſt it, is the Eaſt part of the Gulf of Smirna, 
that is, the Land of Fogie Nova, this is not ſo high, 
but bare and naked Land, whereby it is known ; the 
Land you muſt leave on your Larboard fide coming 
from Meteline, and ſailing towards Calaberno. 

Coming to Cape Calaberno, ſail then S. E. till 
you get the Iflands Egleneſs abreaſt , and on your 
Starboard {ide; but this is no good paſlage, eſpe- 


cially in dark Weather, or by Night. 


This Ifland Zgleneſs lies about tour Leagues from A leage of 
Cape Calaberno, ln the midſt of the Gulf of Smirna lies ko*®: 


a low Ifland,and pretty large; ſail cloſe by 'it,and ſhun 


South-thore, which once was Land, but now ſunk. 
The North-ſhore where the ſaid Bank lieth, is very 
low Land, almoſt even with the Water, beſet with 
Trees, which you get ſight of before you ſee the Land, 
and the Land appeareth a great way off in many 
iflands, you ſee on the Eaſt-fidez and in ſailing up to 
Smirna, you leave them on your Larboard fide. To 
the Southward of the foreſaid Iſland, or further in the 
Gult, lie more Iſlands, where you may Ride in Nor- 
therly Winds, eſpecially for ſuch as fajl out ; be- 
tween the Southermoſt Ifland and the Main, there is 
the beſt Road, and all over good Ground, Theſe 
Iſlands in ſailing up to Sr, you muſt leave on your 
Starboard ſide, 

When you are paſt the firſt Iſland, or when you are 
abreaſt of it, you will ſee two high Mountains, called 
the two Brethren, ſail S. E. by S. towards them, be- 
tween the Iſlands Eg/eneſs and the great Shoal, till you 
come to the high Land ar the South-{hore, that is about 
fix Leagues ; there is in this paſſage between theſe 
Iſlands and the great Bank, 20, uns 24 fathom Wa- 
ter, good Ground, and about a League wide. 

In ſailing, run alongſt this Land till you come to a 
flat Point, reaching from -the South-ſhore to the great 
Bank, that it is not above a Bow-ſhot wide, 

In this pafſage alongſt the high Land. abuuc Gun- 
hes focus cho dvicy youu WIL have about 20 fathom 
Water, but near the Point is not above fix or ſeven fa- 
chom ; ſail about a Cables length from the South-ſhore, 
and then you need not fear the Bank. 

From this low Point to the City, it's Eaſt, and E. 
by N. about four Leagues, 

Being paſt the S7raze, and ſailing towards Smirna, 
you mult ſhun another Bank, lying to the Eaſtward 
of the foreſaid great Bank, 

Between Smirna and the foreſaid low Point in the 
paſſage, it's about nine and ten fathom deep, but com- 
ing too near this Bank, or the South-ſhore, the Ground 
is hard, by which you may know. you are near either 
che ſhore, or the ſaid Bank ; which for the Night is a 
very good token, 

Coming from Smirz, you Anchor before the City 
in nine and ten fathom Water, good ſoft Ground. 

If you would ſail from Smirna outward by Night, 
you muſt have a care of the ſhore, which you may 
know when you are near, by the hardneſs of the 
Ground.

A Deſcription of the Haven of Alexandria. 
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The Haven of Alexandria is a great largeBay, not 
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very wide at the Entrance ; on the Points of the Ha: 
ven ſtand two Caſtles, one on the Eaſt-ſide, the other 
on the Weſt, which is the biggeſt of the two, and 
coming near that, you muſt fire a Gun, 

Due Eaſt from the Weſt Caſtle, lies a round black 
Rock above Water, and between this Rock and the 
toreſaid Caſtle, it's foul Ground, that you cannot ſail 
between them ; but Eaſt of the foreſaid black Rock, 
and cloſe by it, you may ſail in; becauſe from the Ea- 
ſtermoſt Caſtle reacheth a Ledge of Rocks lying under 
' Water towards the ſaid Rock. : That between them it's 


not very* wide, but the deepeſt is fix fathom ; without 
it's ten, twelve, and eight fathom, but within from 
eight, it ſhoals to four and three fathom. 

Before the City lies a ledge of Rocks, the Eaft- 
end above, and the Weſt-end under Water; and to 
the Southward of it is good Riding.
